Ex-Judge Lacombe Thinks She 
Would Draw Us Into War to 
Lighten Her. Penalties. 


— ®. Henry Lacombe, when 
asked yesterday to give his views on the

. ‘\You asked. me what I think of the | 
present situation: does it mean. war or 
does it not?.

** It. seems to indicate that Germany 
is in worse straits than we supposed her 
to be. While she was winning and feel- 
ing secure she was always ready to pass 
us out smooth words. Evidently she is 
now challenging us to war, and if the 
present note is not sufficient, a more 
specific one may soon be expected. 
Why? This seems to me to be the an- 
swer: 

“From the outbreak of. the war with 
the rape’ of Belgium, which Germany 
conceded was a wrong induced by mili- 
tary necespity, the attitude of the great- 
est neutral nation has undoubtedly been 
a matter of ‘consideration among the 
belligerent nations. As time went on 
and occurrences which need not be re- 
hearsed seemed to call for something 
definite, all of them have watchéd for 
the reaction. From what I have read 
and what I have heard—and I have 
heard much—about conditions abroad. 
the conclusion is reached that although 
the may in the trenches, the man in the 
street, the man in the café, the man 
who writes to the. newspapers,-have all 
been voicing the idea that the United 
States ought to ‘buck up’ and come in; 
the men in charge of affairs have al- 
ways been hoping and praying that we 
might stay out—and for very sound 
reasons. 

‘‘ This war will end some time with a 
conference hetween the belligerent na- 
tions ag to the terms of peace. “On the 
one side of the table will. be Gérmany, 
Austria-Hungary, Turkey, Bulgaria; on 
the. other side nee, Great Britain, 
Russia, and Italy, with Belgium and 
Serbia. To all these nations the loss in 
bloed ard treasure has been frightful: 
but when kgm come together they will 
be the ones who have paid the loss, and 
the ones to decide where it shall fall. 

“ As it stands today at that conference 
we shall have ho part, the President so 
stated in his address to the Senate. But 
Germany now wants a friend on her side 
of.the conference table, and has picked 
us out to fill the gap.) If. we become a 
belligerent we.are entitled to a seat at 
that conference. It will make little dif- 
ference to Germany that we sit down 
at the table —— to herself and her 
allies. She will rely upon our sentimen- 
tality untempered by suffering and upon 
our ignorance of the militarism of the 
German Staff’s war book when put in 
action.

A story. which purported to give the

CENSORSHIP BILL PREPARED] LABOR MEN ATTACK PRESS. |

The Governor said:

It is my personal opinion that the fault 
has not’ been sO much with those who 
have been in the ring as those bt 
have been sitting in chairs. To y 
mind there has been more brutalit 
the chairs than in the ring. ile 
there may be some decent people at- 
tending e bouts at present I believe 
the majority are not. In the capital the 
other night a boy was killed and the en- 
tire show was permitted to go on. I 
am not against boxing, but I am cer- 
tainly against exhibitions of that kind. 
I have. made my recommendation and 
it is -up to the. gislature to take the 
course it sees fit.” 

Asked what he thought of ‘the attempt 
to put into effect legalized betting on 
the race track by means of the pari- 
mutuel system, the Governor said: 

‘*IT cannot understand the talk about 
that ‘in view of the fact that mbling 
is prohibited by our Constitution, and 
any, bill such as the su sted one 
would be unconstitutional.

RELIEF OR BELGIANS 


Commission Has Laid Plans to 
Continue Its Operation in 
Any Contingency. 


OTHER NEUTRALS MAY HELP 


Spanish and Dutch Can Take laces 
of Americans if America Is 
Drawn Into Fight. 


“No matter what occurga in the re- 
lations between the United States and 
any of the belligerent powers, the feed- 
ing of the populations of Northern 
France and of Belgium shall go on,” 
Herbert Hoover, ‘Chairman of the Com- 
mission for Relief in Belgium, said yes- 
—— 

Hoover added that he did not 
toa “at liberty to discuss the means 
that would provide for a continuation 
of the commission’s work under ;any 
circumstances, but his assertion ca 
a belief that plans had been made to 
meet any contingency. The work has 
been so organized that the commission 
is now in reality a unique interna- 
tional society which is not dependent 
upon the neutrality of any country, 
even the United States. The work of 
the commission has been supported by 
contributions from both belligerents 
and néutrals, and American citizens 
have represented the commission in oc* 
cupied territory because America has 

nm a neutral nation. Should the 
United States become involved in the 
war, her citizens could continue to con- 
tribute to the commission, as the 
citizens of England and France, and 
the Americans representing the com- 
mission in occupied territory. could 
simply retire in favor of citizens of 
Holland, Spain, oF some other neutral 
country. 

News of the sinking of the Euphrates 
did not disturb any of the local officers 
of the commission even vere for the 
loss of a much-needed << They did 
not take the sinking of the vessel as 
evidence that Germany intended to at- 

tack the commission's fleet. Lacking 
official information, they declined, to 
discuss the sinking ‘beyond saying that 
probably the Euphrates was sunk by a 
mine several days a a. as the commis- 
sion had lost other ships through mines 
and had not heard of t e losses for sev- 
eral days after each accident. 

It was pointed out at the commission’s 
offices that the condition of the seas in 
the war zone made it impossible to navi- 
gate a fleet of more than forty vessels 
to and from Holland without an occa- 
sional accident. Even if the evidence 
proves that the Euphrates was sunk by 
a torpedo, it is understood that the com- 
missicn will got abandon its belief that 
other ships its fleet will continue ‘to 

immune from attack. 

More than 10,000,000 persons are day 
by day dependent upon the commission, 
which sperids about $18,000,000 a month 
for their relief. Americans ‘have fur- 
nished the entire personnel from the 
veginning. The initial negotiations in 1914 
with the various belligerent Govern- 
ments were carried on through the 
American Ambassadors and Ministers 
in London, Brussels, and Berlin. Mr. 
Hoover, realizing that the United States 
might become involved in the war, earl 
obtained the patronage of the Spanis 
and Dutch: Ministers and Ambassadors 
in London, Berlin, and’ Brussels, and 
at every crisis which has threatened 
America in the war the commission had 
the support of the Dutch and Spanish 
diplomats, and the fact that they have 
stood ready to replace the American 
Personnel has strengthened — the com- 
mission's .position. 

The contracts revolving around the 
protection of the shipping of the com- 
mission provide for its immunity from 
blockede measures, and were initiated 
by applig&tion of Mr. Hoover to the Ger- 
man Government in 1914. At that time 
foodstuffs were not contraband, and 
the commission was free to transport its 
srovisions in neutral ships to Holland.

THE WORLD'S POLICE FORCE. 
Ex-President Tart did much to clear 
the public mind of misunderstandings 
about the League to Enforce Peace by 
the lucid exposition of its purposes, 
its scope, and its-relation to our na- 
tional interest and policy which he 
gave in his address before the National 
Chamber of Commerce at Washington 
last night. It is not proposed that we 
shall discard the Monroe Doctrine, 
that we shall deprive Congress of any 
part of its authority over determina- 
tions of war or peace. The continu- 
ing validity of some of our traditions, 
like that about “ entangling alliances,” 
as Mr. Tart pointed out, is to be 
measured not by the conditions which 
called them inte existence, but by con- 
ditions | of the present day, of future 
time, and by sober consideration of 
the national interest and duty in the 
day when new decisions have to be 
taken, 

Mr. Tarr said that he did not see 
how any pacifist “ who believes in a 
“ police force In a domestic community 
“can object to the same principle in

WOMAN SUFFRAGE IN TENNESSEE 

The passage by the ‘Tenmessee 
House of Representatives of a Dill 
giving women a limited suffrage, that 
is, the right te vote for candidates 
tor offices not created by the State 
Constitution, caused a mild. surprise. 
For obvious reasons, Tennessee is 
hardly a State where enthusiasm for 
Votes for Women: would be looked 

or. The defeat of the measure, 
Thursday, in the Senate, ‘by a vote of 
more than 2 to 1, may be taken by 
the cynical as indicating a certain 
political finesse not uncommon in 
Houses of Representatives, whether 
at Washington or at State capitals. 
Pass a bul, tickle an insistent minor- 
ity, and depend on the Senate to 
frown upon the impulsiveness of the 
other branch of the Legisiature. 

Without ascribing any lack of sin- 
cerity to the Umited suffragists in the 
Tennessee House, it is right to com- 
mend the Senate for not consenting 
to this undemocratic means ‘of bring- 
ing about woman suffrage. Do the 
voters of Tennessee want women to 
have the ballot? How does anybody 
know until an amendment of~ the 
State Constitution for the purpose is 
rejected or accepted? Wheat right 
have legislators to assume that the 
voters to whom they are afraid to 
submit an amendment abolishing dis- 
tinction of sex. in regard to State of- 
fices are in favor of abolishing it in 
regard to Presidential Blectors? 

The plan successful, in Illinois is 
naturally tried by the suffragists in 
other States. Limited suffrage, suf- 
frage by State, by Federal, amend- 
ment, all is grist that comes to their 
mill. Without blaming in the least 
those eager spirits, woman suffrage 
by legislative act seems unfair. Why 
should the number of Tennessee’ vot- 
ers at hational elections be doubled 
without a mandate from the people?

To be stirred re- 
peatedly and yet do/nothing may. de- 
generate into a species of emotional 
dissipation, And if a whole nation

In the early days of the war, when 
we read that Washington was ati 
by some German atrocity, our hope 
ran high, for it never entered into our 
thought that our beloved country would 
be led to anything but a stand for 
right and freedom. But’now we have 
learned that when Washington | ts 
stirred, the, ripple will be temporary |‘ 
and that an abominable and soyl-de- 
stroying neutrality will be advised once 
again. Neutrality, in the case of right 
and wrong an underminer of con- 
science and all true moral effort, has 
done its work all through our great 
country, for neutrality in the face of 
the throes of humanity and civiliza- 
tion simply means selfishness, callous- 
ness, & lulling of high ideals, a failure 
to rise to a noble height by espousing 
the cause of the Allies. We have lost 
and- are still losing, as the precious 
days speed by, a glorious opportunity 
to strike a blew for democracy and 
suffering mankind, and to grow strong 
in so doing. As matters ‘now stand 
only those Americans who are making 
some self-sacrifice (of time and 
strength and money) for the war suf- 
ferers are living in moral rectitude. 
One feels like calling upon the shade 
of Lincoln to stalk through the length 
and breadth of our Jand to rouse us 
from our apathy, and bid us join the 
armies of fréedom “that these dead 
shall not have died in vain.’’

overhead, surface, and underground, and 
an exceédingly large electric motor 
plant capable of absorbing all of this 


electricity ig also to te added, with| mortification at the end of 


all the actompanying connecting cables 
and switches. This adds over one 
thousand tone to the Weight of - each 
ship, sinking it deeper in the water 
and causing it to lose speed, costing at 
least $1,300,000 extra for each ship and 
occupying so much.of the boiler room 
that one-half of the boilers have t6 be 
removed-to an upper .leck. This un- 
usual arrangement of the boilers neces- 
sitates the use of seven smokestacks, 
placed in three rows, and will consid- 
erably increase the visible target. 

The Gecretary has already ordered 
electric drive in seven of the new battle- 
ships now building, none of which has 
yet been tried out. The total cost of 
the eleven capital shige with their

elty, especially against the judgment 
of technical men at the head of the 
largest turbo-electric installations and 
the largest ehgineering enterprises in 
the United States, and against the judg- 
ment of all the shipbuilders. These en- 
gineers, whose authority would com- 
mand the serious attention of private

The @ for geared drive sub- 
mitted by one of the shipbullders who 
has made careful calculations shows 
that the electric instaliation adds more 
than one thousand tons weight to the 
ship’s: machinery. This one thousand 
tong could be used either in increasing 
the gun power, the thicknéss of armor, 
which is now very light, or the fuel 
capacity. 

Another of the worst festures én- 
tailed by the electric drive ie tHat its 
bulky additional machinery crowdg one- 
half of the boilers out from below the 
protective deck. ‘These boilers are thus 
raised up, contrary to all precedent in 
naval architecture, above the protective 
deck and exposed to gun fire, The de- 
partment claims that with these boilers 
put out of action.the ship would still 
make thirty knots an hour instead of 
thirty-five. But why sacrifice gun 
power and armor for a new untried 
driving system and then run the risk 
of losing part of the speed for lack of 
protection to its boilers as soon ag the 
vessel goes into action? ° 

The department seeme to feel that it 
is stealing @ march of foreign navies 
in this matter, But the foreign navies 
have considered electric drive for these 
cruisers, and engineering opinion in 
England as well as in this country has 
condemned it. In a recent number of 
The London Wngineer, this statement 
ig found in relation to the electric 
drive feature of our battle. cruisers;

Herald for 24 Years—Dlies at 75. 


ZANESVILLE, Ohio, Feb. 2.—Eaton 
Sylvester Drone, formerly for twenty- 
four years editor of The’ New York 
Herald, died at alg, home. here today 
‘after a short illness, * his seventy- 
sixth year. 


Mr. Drone became ill here three 
weeks ago in’ his apartments at the 
Hotel St. Denis. Physicians wished 
him to remain here, byt he decided to 
return home and arrived in Zanesville 
on Thursday, shortly after which pneu- 
monia set in.

CHEMISTRY IN- HIGH FAVOR 


Mines ‘and Metallurgy Another One 
of the Subjects Into Which 
Thousands Are Delving. 


The interest of scientific investigators, 
many of them representing some of the 
country’s largest corporations,

last year, from the technology of war to 
the subjeet of peaceful industries. stim- 
ulatéd by the European conflict, accord- 
ing to W. B. Gamble, Chief of the Di- 
vision of Technology of the New York 
Public Library.

The force of public opinion has been 
so strong on the subject that few land- 
lords have disputed. with their tenants 
the obligation onthe part of the owner 
to operate the heating apparatus.
